THE CHRISTIANCY DIAMONDS. 

Close upon the scandalous developments in 
the star route cases showing bigh officials in 
Washington to be in active sympathy with 
the accused come revelations as to the minor 
ofticers of the law well catculated to make 
one believe this to be the wickedest city in 
the world. A citizens committee is now 
delving into an investigation that promises 
to implicate almost the entire detective force 
in asystem of co-operation and partnership 
with thieves and burglars for sevzral years 
past. Enough has aiready been brought out 
to arous~ general indignation and demands 
for a thorough ferreting of the whole 
business. One of the most conspicuous Cases 
of partnership in crime charged to the detec 
tives in the theft of the Chrisiiancy diamonds. 
To-day a young man who came on the same 
steamer with Christiancy from Callao after 
the Chilian bombardnient,told me the story of 
this disaster to the old man, whom Fate would 
not let oif simply with the torture of a periid- 
ious wife. The diamonds were the property 
of a wealthy Peruvian lady, who had mar- 
ried an American. She wished them @eposited 
in the United States for safe keeping during 
the reign of terror in,Peru. On tanding in;New 
York, Christiancy left the diamonds 
in the custom house until he- could 
come to Washington and procure under the 
peculiar circumstances an order for their tree 
entry. Hereturned toNew York, brougtt 
his precious charge over in a hand-satchel, 
and deposited it in his room at the hotel. It 
had been announced that he had gone after 
the diamonds and on the evening ot his re- 
turn he was spotted. He walked down to 
supper leaving the jewelson his bureau, ta- 
king no further precaution than to lock his 
door. When he came back the empty case 
was lying on the floor and $10,000 worth of 
stones were gone. The detectives went to 
work at once and continued for months on 
alleged clues, finally giving up the case. 
A ‘‘peaching”’ Villian now tells 
that the detectives planned the 
robbery with him and sold the diamonds 
to 2 New York sharp for $2,000 which they 
refused to divide fairly. One of the accused de- 
tectives, not in this case, but fur general mal- 
feasance, is Charles Miller. He was dismiss- 
ed from government employment the other 
day tor playing into the haivis of the accused 
star routers. ‘Two years sgo_ he came into 
newspaper notoriety when Bob Ingersoll 
preached the funeral of his infant child.

She 
has projected it ou a large scale, and there 
is money here sufficient to carry out any 
plan which any one can demonstrate will 
pay. Three bundred thousa d dollars in 
stock is tc be subscribed. Two hundred 
thousan¢ will be raised before any contract is 
made, but all plans will be in readiness and 
the day two hundred thousand are subscribed, 
cofitracts will be let. 

The buildings will be located within fifteen 
minutes walk of Broadway, accessible by 
street cars and steam cars from all sections of 
the city. The grounds will contain between 
forty and fifty acres,and the fleor space 
will be at leust twice what it 
wasat Atlanta. The grounds and buildings 
will be illuminated by electricity, and be 
kept open until 11 o'clock at night. 

The building will be delivered to the di- 
rectors, completed June the Ist, and the 
exposition wili be opened August the Ist or 
10th (nor yet dete rmined), by ‘the president 
of the United States. The charge forspace, if 
any, wil! be merely nominal, but each sppii- 
cant must bind himself to have his exhibit 
complete on the opening day, failingin which 
he will be subjected toa fiue in proportion 
to the space oce upied.

THE COTTON TIE TAX AGAIN, 

The United States supreme court has just 
decided that cotton ties should be taxed 35 
per cent ad valorem, thus sustaining the de- 
partment’s interpretation of the law. The 
cotton-tie manufacturers claimed that ties 
should be classed as hoop-iron, which would 
subject them toa duty of 70 per cent. In 
other words, the manufacturers wanted to 
take from the pockets of cotton growers $1.,- 
300,000 a year instead of half that amount. 
This is a tax that does not go into the treas- 
ury atall. It goes into the pockets of the 
Pennsylvania manufacturers of cotton ties, 
together’ with such other profits as they 
may see fit to demand because of their 
control of the market. A duty of 35 percent 
is practically. as prohibitive as one- of 
70 per cent, provided 
in this country would be contented with de- 
cent profits. It isonly when they want to 
make a barrel of money that the lesser duty 
becomes too low for their purposes. These
